ttie daughter and mother were ar- 
rayed against him, and he therefore 
filed a case in lunacy against the 
daughter. 
Doctors Eay, Marcum and 


Moore were called '.in tbe [case, and 
about twenty-five 
witnesses sub- 


poenoed. Judge Dever appeared for 
the state and N. W. Evans fur the 
defense. 
Judge Ball heard the case 


in tbe main court room. 


This case has some ve^y interesting 


features, some reports having a tinge 
of romance. Eumor has it that sev- 
eral years ago Mary Jane Kent went 
to the state of Ka'nsas and preemp- 
ted 
a half section of land on tbe 


western border of the state, built a

We believe such 


a force needed, not only to rescue Gen- 
eral Bacon and the survivors of his 
command, but properly to overawe the 
agency Indians, in whose profession of 
friendship and neutrality no one ac- 
quainted v/ith them puts credence. 
A 


general outbreak at or around Walker 
would probably result in the massacre 
of many citizens. 
In a country as 


heavily wooded, the present force is, 
in our judgment, wholly inadequate! 
The gravity of the situation is not 
overestimated in above suggestions.'' 


This dispatch was sent upon receipt 


of reliable advices that an uprising 
among the Red Lake and Cass Lake as 
well as the Leech Lake Indians was re- 
garded as imminent. 


PEET£TOED_TO BE GOOD. 


Huu- ttiu \Vi\y Indians Tried to Deceive 


the Soldiers. 


Walker, Minn., Oct. 7.— Indian Agent 


Sutherland, who was 
with 
General 


Bacon at Sugar Point, gives the follow- 
ing account of the conflict up to the 
time of his leaving for supplies: 


When the arrest of the two fugitives 


had ken accomplished the Indians, 
n-illi a profession of friendship, showed' 
(lie soldiers their teepees and called 
attention to their neatness and all the 
time stating: 


".Me good Indian." 
Genera] Bacon, who has had great 


experience with the Sioux and other 
savages, did not take much stock in 
these professions of friendship, and or- 
dered a party of his company to search 
the adjoining timber for any lurking 
savages, bu' none were to be seen. 


They must have been hidden in the 


thick underbrush, and those unaccus- 
tomed to searching timber could easily 
nave been deceived, for it was not ten 
minutes after this before the 
firing 


<iad commenced. 


If it is true that the Cass Lake In- 


dians have gone to assist the Bear Is- 
land Indians the retreat of General 
Bacon into the 
interior can be un- 


derstood. 


here aad gives a graphic account o£ 
the action. 


He says: "We landed about 10 a m 


on the southeast side of the poi»t on 
the mainland, directly north of Bear 
Island. Near the shore is the log house 
of Bug-Ah-Mah-Ge-Shik. 


"General Bacon left 12 soldiers along 


the shore to protect the landing place 
and the remainder 
of 
the 
troops 


marched across the point to the west 
side and along the shore for a couplo 
of miles looking for some Indians who 
were said to want a council. I re- 
mained behind with my 
interpreter 


and arrested an Indian and sent him 
to the boat. 


"While I was talking 
with 
some 


other Indians I saw six bucks armed 
with Winchesters come out 
of 
the 


house and go away inland. They did 
not speak to me, although I was their 
agent for five 
years, and I feared 


trouble and called in the 12 soldiers 
who were scattered along the shore. 
About that time General Bacon return- 
ed with the troops. 


"Half the men had stacked arms and 


the order was given to unload their 
equipments. As they did so a shot was 
fired and firing almost immediately 
became general. 
The soldiers formed 


in line in a semi-circle facing the In- 
dians, and the 12 men who were with 
me rushed up to protect the right flank 
and drove the Indians back, securing a 
more favorable position. 


"One of these men was shot in the 


arm, another in the arm and a third in 
the leg. I do not know how the other 
men were wounded. 
After our firsi 


rush we had the best of the position. 


"The log house was inside our lines 


and it was used as a hospital, and the 
men sought the cover of logs and trees

provisions and General Bacon wanted 
to send the wounded back. He sent 
me down to make arrangements and I 
went out to the steamer in a canoe. 
They brought down one wounded man 
and the captain of the boat brought 
him off shore before the others could 
be moved. 


The Indians opened a hot fire on the 


boat and we had to leave. About six 
miles out we met the Flora going in 
with 30 armed men and everything the 
soldiers needed. When I left there had 
been five killed and eight wounded, be- 
sides the Indian 
policeman. Three 


men were sick. 
I don't 
know the 


names of any of the killed or wounded 
except Major Wilkinson. 


"Major Wilkinson was killed during 


the afternoon. 
He received a flesh 


wound in the leg and retired to have 
it dressed by Dr. Harris. He then re- 
ported to General Bacon on the firing 
line as ready for duty, arid while talk- 
ing with General Bacon 
an Indian 


sharpshooter picked him out." 


SIX KILLED.
